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AGENTS ACTION WAS A WAIVER 


HAD KNOWLEDGE OF THE FACTS 








Company Must Pay Where Assured 
Had Only a Bond for Deed of 
Property 





Another striking instance of the care 
which an agent should exercise in plac- 
ing policies has been given by the decision 
last week of the Georgia court of appeals 
in the case of Jennie Williams against the 
Niagara Fire, transferred from the city 
court of Valdosta, where judgment was 
given against the company. The court of 
appeals denied a new trial asked on the 
ground of error in the pleadings. 

The policy in the case was one on 
dwelling and furniture and contained the 
usual clause: “This entire policy, unless 
otherwise provided for, by agreement en- 
dorsed hereon and added hereto, shall be 
void if the interest of the insured be other 
than unconditional and sole ownership, or 
if the subject of insurance be a building 
on ground not owned by the insured in 
fee simple.” 

Had a Bond For Title 

The defendant company pleaded that 
the insured did not own the house in fee 
simple, but that she had merely a bond 
for title, the vendor of the property still 
retaining the title for security of an 
amount of unpaid purchase money. This 
the plaintiff admitted and then testified to 
a state of facts that showed that the agent 
at the time the policy was issued knew 
of the true state of her title and had 
therefore waived the clause of the policy 
in question. The testimony showed that 
the plaintiff desired to insure her prop- 
erty and went to one McNamee, who has 
been writing insurance, and asked hiin 
for a policy. He told her that he no 
longer represented a solvent company and 
suggested the names of certain other 
agents. Staten, the agent of the defend- 
ant company, wrote the policy and gave it 
to McNamee, who carried it to the plain- 
tiff. He demanded the premium of her, 
but she refused to pay it until she could 
see Staten, which she did later and he 
told her in response to her questions that 
the company was a good one. She told 
him, according to the evidence, that she 
had only a bond for title and had not 
finished paying for the place. 

Agent Delivered the Policy 

After this conversation Staten folded 
up the policy, according to the relation, 
handed it to her and she paid the pre- 
mium. The company contended that the 
case fell within the doctrine that when 
a policy contains an express provision 
negativing the right of any agent to waive 
the conditions of the policy, the insured 
cannot rely upon any knowledge, consent 
or agreement of such agent after the Jis- 
suance of the policy so as to defeat a 
condition or warranty expressed therein. 

The court says, “Knowledge coming to 
the agent after the consummation of the 
contract does not operate to create a 
waiver, but knowledge prior thereto does 
SO operate. Until the plaintiff finally ac- 
cepted the policy and paid the premium, 
the contract in this case, as we view it, 
had never been consummated.” The 
judgment of the lower court was affirmed.

BOOMING THE GREAT WESTERE 


BIG CORPS OF AGENTS GOTTEN 








New Life Company at Kansas City Is 
Making Extensive Preparations 
to Do Large Business 





Kansas City, Mo., April 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Great Western Life, organ- 
ized here, has taken large offices in one 
of the big buildings in this city and 
furnished it with fine mahogany. It is 
one of the most impressive offices in the 
city. The active forces in the company 
are O. L. Van Laningham, formerly head 
of two or three agency companies of 
the State Life, and Samuel Quinn, for- 
merly vice-president of the State Life. 
They have captured, practically, the en- 
tire agency corps of the State Life west 
of the Mississippi. 

The Great Western Agency Company, 
of which Mr. Van Laningham was the 
head, handled the agency operations of 
the State Life in this section. Some 
say he has had in mind the organization 
of a life company for over a year, even 
before the State Life troubles broke out. 

Men Are Great Agency Leaders 

There is something peculiarly forceful 
and magnetic in Mr. Van Laningham. 
With a group of men he evidences al- 
ways a quiet reserve. He has but little 
to say. Before a meeting he falters and 
can’t talk. But let him present a propo- 
tion to one or two men and he is a 
dynamic force. They never get away 
from him. He is a born leader and or- 
ganizer, but does his work by coming in 
contact with individuals and not groups. 

Samuel Quinn, too, is one of the 
strong executives in field work. Regard- 
less of the features brought out in the 
State Life investigation, he bobs up 
prominently and is putting all his soul 
into his new work. 

Writing a Big Business 

The Great Western is not licensed yet, 
but it has already taken $1,000,000 in ap- 
plications. It will have a “flying squa- 
dron” of expert producers, no one of 
them writing less than $200,000 a year. 
They are to strike the high spots and 
interest the big men. 

The company expects to write $15,000,- 
ooo its first year. Mr. Quinn has sent 
out a letter to the agents of the State 
Life, soliciting personal applications, and 
a number have responded taking out poli- 
cies. Regardless of the attacks on the 
State Life, most of its big agency men 
feel very kindly toward Mr. Quinn. 

Company Soon to Be Licensed 

That the Great Western Life will be- 
come a factor in the field is the opinion 
here. The company has been chartered 
in Missouri and will commence business 
just as soon as it is licensed by the in- 
surance department. It is said that all 
of the force of the Van Laningham 
agency in Missouri, Kansas and the West 
will be transferred to the new company. 
The company will write nonparticipating 
business, though a special contract will 
be issued if the company finds it can 
adopt one which will meet the approval of 
the insurance departments.

TANGLE OVER SPRECKELS’ LOSS 





Many Building Permits Have Been 
Taken Out—Scheme of City’s 
Water System Shown 





San Francisco, April 16.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Legal complications of an 
unusual character have arisen over the 
adjustment of the loss upon the man- 
sion of Claus Spreckels, the sugar king, 
which was destroyed in the conflagra- 
tion. The beautiful dwelling was re- 
duced to ruins by fire and dynamite on 
the afternoon of April 19. Policies ag- 
gregating $300,000 expired at noon on 
April 19. Rudolph Spreckels was given 
power of attorney, April 16, to take 
charge of his father’s business. On 
April 17, the day preceding the earth- 
quake, renewals of policies were sent to 
Rudolph Spreckels and by him sent back 
as not wanted. 

What the Companies Allege 
. The companies claim that Rudolph 
Spreckels acted with full authority in 
the matter; that the renewed policies 
never went into effect; that until July 
they had no knowledge that premiums 
had been placed to their credit, that pol- 
icies were not legally renewed in time 
to protect the property. To further 
complicate matters now comes Mrs. 
Rudolph Spreckels with the assertion 
that the mansion was her _ individual 
property, or at least stood in her name, 
Mrs. Anna C. Spreckels; that Rudolph 
Spreckels had no legal right to control 
his mother’s insurance; that by keeping 
the premiums so long the companies rati- 
fied the contract and that she gave posi- 
tive instructions for a renewal of the 
policies. 
Many Buliding Permits Given 

Permits for the erection of buildings 
to the value of $57,000,000 have been 
taken out since May, 1906, according to 
the San Francisco Real Estate Board. 
These permits are for 7,497 buildings, 
90 percent of which are modern in every 
respect and comply with the regulations 
of the insurance companies and _ local 
laws. It was announced at the meeting 
that in the erection of business property 
owners would be guided by the building 
regulations of Chicago and New York. 

Proposed System of Protection 

The city engineer has prepared a gen- 
eral statement as to the proposed system 
for protecting 3,000 acres of the city’s 
area from fire by means of salt water 
pumping and pipe service, supplemented 
by cisterns located at various points. 
The system will consist of a network of 
pipes, two fresh water reservoirs for sup- 
plying water under ordinary conditions, 
three auxiliary salt-water pumping sta- 
tions located on the water front for use 
more particularly in event of a general 
conflagration, two additional fireboats, a 
number of cisterns located at points of 
vantage and an independent telephone 
service for the sole use of the fire de- 
partment. The two reservoirs will each 
have a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons, 
which is equal in amount to the continu- 
ous delivery of twenty of the city’s or- 
dinary steam fire engines for sixteen 
hours. For shorter periods of time 
greater quantities can be delivered. 

Severe Accident to A. R. Grim 

Alfred R. Grim, who, with his as- 
sistant, Cesar Bertheau, manages the 
affairs of the Aachen & Munich on the 
coast, met with a severe accident by 
which he may permanently lose the use 
of one of his legs. 

Mutuals Are Being Organized 

Sixteen of southern California’s prin- 
cipal commercial organizations are or- 
ganizing the Merchants Mutual Fire to 
insure everything except planing mills 
and lumber vom This mutual is to 
cooperate with a similar organization 
now under way in northern California, 
which will enable the two to carry $5,000 
lines on each block, the new law author- 
izing the formation of these mutuals 
passed by the ‘last legislature limiting 
the amount possible to be carried by one 
company on a risk at $2,500.

AUDITOR EXTENDS TIME 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 17—( Special.) 
—Auditor Billheimer has extended the 
time for Indiana companies to quit writ- 
ing special contracts, etc., to June 1 at the 
request of the Hoosier State Life, La- 
fayette Life and Majestic Life. The Re- 
serve Loan, Meridian Life & Trust and 
Intermediate Life will also take advan- 
tage of the extension. All companies 
It is said some 
of them may try to dodge by issuing 
policies under new names, for instance, 
combination single premium and thirteen- 
year-term policy. Then there is the guar- 
anteed dividend policy. 

Complaint is made to the auditor that 
the Policyholders Guarantee Title & Ab- 
stract Company gives legal advice in vio- 
lation of the voluntary association act, 
and it is asked that its charter be re- 
voked. Now that the special contract 
matter is settled, the auditor will take up 
other alleged abuses by Indiana compa- 
nies. 





Will Sign Robertson Bill 
Austin, Tex., April 17W—(Special.)—It 
is expected that the governor of Texas 
will shortly sign the Robertson bill re- 
quiring the investment in Texas securities 
of 75 percent of the reserve on Texas life 
business, and it is believed that the most 


important companies will withdraw from 
the state. 





Tennessee Fire Marshal Bill 
The most important Tennessee measure 
affecting fire companies is the fire mar- 
shal bill, which imposes one-fifth of 1 per 


cent tax on premiums for the support of 
the office. 





Southeastern Associates Starts 

The Southeastern Associates, an under- 
writers’ organization of New York, com- 
posed of the Southern of New Orleans, 
Guardian and Star, has commenced a 
pure surplus line business. F. W. Smith, 
formerly with the Individual Underwrit- 
ers of St. Louis, is the underwriter; 
Dickson & Tweeddale are the managers. 
The association has the backing of five 
other companies as guarantors and a con- 


tract with London Lloyds to bind for 
them. 





Tillinghast May Start Company 

New York, April 17.—(Special.)—E. R. 
Tillinghast, who has resigned as superin- 
tendent of agencies of the Provident Sav- 
ings Life, may launch a new company. 
Ralph K. Hubbard is in charge of the 
agency force of the Provident Savings. 
It is said that Mr. Tillinghast was not 
reelected at the annual meeting.

Permanent Organization Will Soon Be 
Effected In lowa—Putnam and 
Wilson’s Western Trip 





Boston, Mass., April 17.—(Special). — 
President Kauffman of the newly organ- 
ized Iowa Local Agents Association re- 
ports substantial progress in securing 
additional membership. He states that 
the reports from the larger cities seem 
to indicate that a permanent membership 
can now be guaranteed. The entire state 
will soon be circularized with the liter- 
ature of the National association. 

The local board of fire underwriters 
of Muskogee, I. T., has voted to apply 
for membership in the National asso- 
ciation for each one of its members. 

Plans are now being made for a west- 
ern trip by President Wilson and Sec- 
retary Putnam of the National associa- 
tion. The intention is to call state meet- 
ings in Illinois and Missouri, and, if 
possible, in Oklahoma Territory, for or- 
ganizing a new association. It is ex- 
pected also that a visit will be made 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis on this 
trip. 

A meeting of the executive committee 
of the Massachusetts association has 
been called at the Exchange Club of 
Boston for April 27, to discuss matters 
of interest to the association and arrange 
for a midsummer meeting. 

The Kentucky association will hold 
its annual meeting May 16, when the 
matter of overhead writing on whisky 
risks at Owensboro will be discussed. 





IGNORE THE EARTHQUAKE LOSS 





Attitude of Companies at Kingston 
and Valparaiso—What the Cana- 
dian Action Means 





The fire insurance companies adopted 
a policy of simply ignoring claims re- 
sulting from the earthquake at Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, and Valparaiso, Chile. 
They all had the earthquake clause in 
their policies. No losses were ad- 
justed nor any official notice taken of 
them. In the regions mentioned the 
companies have never paid claims for 
losses due to earthquake, whether fire 
ensued or not. 

The recent action of the English 
offices in asking for a special rider on 
Canadian policies means that the com- 
panies seem to recognize the earth- 
quake hazard if fire ensues. As losses 
are paid if fire follows, the English 
offices believe they should be paid ex- 
tra for assuming the hazard. 

_The committee appointed by the Pa- 
cific Board to consider the earthquake 
clause and differential rate has not re- 
ported. It is said the committee 
waited until after the California legisla- 
ture adjourned to see if a law would 
be passed prohibiting such a rider. As 
the standard policy law was vetoed, it 
may be that the committee will now 
take up the earthquake question. 





O’Brien Is Likely to Remain 

_It is probable that Insurance Commis- 
sioner T. D. O’Brien will not resign, as 
was announced two months ago. Mr. 
O’Brien wanted to retire when his term 
expired last January but consented to ac- 
cept another term. Then in February he 
was appointed special attorney for the 
State in the railroad rate cases and it was 
announced that he would resign when the 
legislature adjourned. But now legisla- 
tion has been passed which will settle the 
railroad suits and it is generally believed 
that Mr. O’Brien will continue in office as 
Minnesota commissioner. 





Monroe Enters the Field

INTEREST IN OWENSBORO PLEA 





Said that Only Sixteen Companies 
Have Signed the Agreement Pre- 
sented by Agents 





In regard to the situation at Owens- 
boro, Ky., where the agents are trying 
to secure agreements from companies not 
to write whisky in that city and sur- 
rounding territory except through Owens- 
boro agents, it is stated by a man who 
claims to know the facts that only six- 
teen, instead of fifty-six, companies have 
signed the agreement presented by the 
agents. This man states that the list 
of signers is taken from the list of 
companies that have signed the national 
overhead writing agreement. The na- 
tional and the local agreements are prac- 
tically the same, but the agents have 
asked the companies to sign a copy to 
be kept in the files of the local board, 
and it is said that only sixteen com- 
panies have complied with their request. 

The Owensboro agents have made an 
active campaign and have prepared con- 
siderable “literature” in aid of their 
position. At the same time, one of the 
most active men in the movement is 
known to have signed a casualty insur- 
ance policy as dummy agent for a Cin- 
cinnati man writing casualty insurance 
in Covington. It seems that sauce for 
the goose is not sauce for at least one 
of the ganders. 

The resolution of the Kentucky asso- 
ciation allowing Kentucky agents to 
write whisky business anywhere in the 
state appears to be a recognition of the 
fact that whisky business is not sus- 
ceptible of effective regulation. The 
Owensboro agents as an inducement to 
companies signing their agreement show 
the resolution of the local board to throw 
all the business to companies that rec- 
ognize their claim. The same man who 
gave the information about the number 
of signers declares that any attempt to 
carry out this resolution will promptly 
result in a rate war on whisky at 
Owensboro. 





Incubator Hatches a Fire 


Chicken incubators are apt to hatch 
something more than fluffy chicks. Down 
near Michigan City, Ind. a lamp in an 
incubator exploded, causing a fire that 
destroyed a barn. 





No Successor to Paulding Yet 


It is probable that the Delaware of 
Philadelphia will not elect a president 
to succeed the late Colonel Paulding for 
some time yet. Things are running very 
smoothly and no need of immediate ac- 
tion is felt. 





CONDITIONS OF STOCK MARKET 





Not Much on Which to Base Hope For 
a Return of Confidence 
Can Be Seen 





New York, April 17.—(Special.)— 
There -is growing interest in the stock 
market conditions, especially as affecting 
companies with a small net surplus. Com- 
ing sooner than a year after the San 
Francisco fire, which required so much 
shrewd financing, it has caused no 
little anxiety. Companies that have large 
blocks of stocks among their securities 
especially have felt the depression. 

Brokers have studied the assets of com- 
panies carefully to calculate the amount 
of the depreciation. 

Bankers and’ financial men here see but 
few signs of relief in the stock market. 
With the presidential year so near and 
with doubt as to the crop outcome, there 
is but little on which to base a return of 
confidence. 





ARKANSAS SEES NEW LIGHT 

The Arkansas legislature this week 
passed a bill repealing that section of 
the antitrust law of the state which 
prohibits any fire company affiliated with 
any tariff organization, either directly 
or through its agents anywhere in the 
world, from operating in the state. A 
similar bill was defeated in the house 
some weeks ago, but powerful business 
interests got to work to secure the pas- 
sage of the new bill. It has been im- 
possible to get sufficient good insurance 
since the antitrust bill was passed. The 
new bill now goes to the governor for 
signature. 

Some attorneys believe that by ex- 
empting insurance companies, the anti- 
trust law of 1905 may be declared in- 
valid. The attorney-general gives this 
as his view. 





After the Bond Schemes 


The indications are that the Illinois 
legislature will pass a bill regulating 
bond investment companies like the 
American Guaranty Company of Chi- 
cago. These concerns for annual pre- 
miums mature pure endowments at cer- 
tain periods, estimating fabulous profits. 
These concerns are under no regula- 
tion. The bill which has been recom- 
mended by the house committee pro- 
vides that such concerns shall be un- 
der the jurisdiction of the auditor’s 
office. There shall be a minimum de- 
posit of $25,000, to increase with the 
liabilities. All premiums are to be re- 
turned in case of lapse. At present 
many of these concerns are pure 
“graft” for the management. 





DOINGS OF IOWA LEGISLATURE 





Summary of the Laws Passed at the 
Recent Session—Some Relief 
for lowa Companies 





With the legislature having finally 
taken its departure, the insurance inter- 
ests of Iowa are taking their bearings 
once more and trying to find out just 
what they have received in the way of 
weal and woe at the hands of the Hawk- 
eye solons. 

Insurance legislation was one of the 
paramount themes in the session just 
closed. Laws good, bad and indifferent 
were passed. It was a sore disappoint- 
ment that the bill to establish a distinct 
insurance department as a part of state 
government was defeated. It had been 
recommended by the insurance commis- 
sion, which spent the summer of 1906 in- 
vestigating insurance conditions in Iowa. 
The exigencies of politics, however, de- 
creed otherwise and the bill was side- 
tracked—the elements responsible having 
the nerve to promise that the bill will be 
permitted to pass when the legislature 
meets again two years hence.

Following is the list of laws which 
were actually passed this winter, except 
those relating to life insurance solely, 
which are given in the life department: 


Regulating the election or appoint- 
ments of the directors or other persons 


_by whom the affairs of corporations or- 


ganized on the stock plan for trangsact- 
ing the business of life or fire insurance 
are to be conducted, so as to secure pro- 
portionate representation to minority 
stockholders. 

Relating to state tax on gross re- 
ceipts of insurance corporations and as- 
sociations, exempting domestic com- 
panies from taxation on business out- 
side the state. 

Relating to the capital stock of in- 
surance companies; providing the con- 
ditions under which such companies shall 
operate upon the stock plan, prohibiting 
the advertising of authorized capital. 

Providing for examination of  insur- 
ance companies and increasing salary of 
state actuary from $2,000 to $3,000. 

To provide for a uniform policy to be 
used by all fire insurance companies do- 
ing business in Iowa. 

Limiting the expenses of state mutual 
hail insurance associations, and to limit 
the compensations to be paid to officers, 
agents and employes of such associa- 
tions. 





H. H. Camp has sued Matthews & Hill, 
agents of Atlanta, Ga., for $1,500, the 
amount which companies failed to pay 
under policies amounting to $3,000. It 
is alleged that the defendants wrote ad- 
ditional insurance and failed to notify 
the companies first on for $3,000, as they 
agreed to do. When the house burned 
the first companies denied liability be- 
cause of breach of policy conditions but 
cae on one-half the amount in- 
sured. 
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AS VIEWED FROM CHICAGO 


CRITIOISM AS TO CONTRIBUTIONS 

Some complaint is heard in company 
circles regarding the action of some 
local boards donating funds to the Na- 
tional Association of Local Agents. 

Milwaukee has given $500, Chicago 
$500, Detroit $150, and Omaha $256. 
The local agents claim that these con- 
tributions are from special funds, which 
have not been raised by assessment on 
the companies. In Chicago, for exam- 
ple, the board has a fund which is made 
up of fines, fees of brokers and solicitors 
and income from other sources. For- 
merly this fund was distributed among 
the members when it assumed any large 
proportions. Recently $10,500 was ap- 
propriated by the Chicago board to en- 
dow and furnish a room in the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, in tribute to the late 
President Teall. The companies seem 
to think that this fund should be used 
to decrease the assessment or for some 
purpose that will be for the general 
good of the business. They claim that 
the National association should be 
maintained by personal contributions 
from the agents themselves, and not 
from any organization so largely de- 
riving its income from companies.

OPENS AUTOMOBILE DEPARTMENT 

The Boston has appointed A. D. Baker 
of Lansing, Mich., secretary of the Mich- 
igan Commercial, as western manager 
of its automobile department. There is 
a growing demand for automobile in- 





surance covering fire, explosion, self- 
ignition and theft. The Boston and Co- 
lumbia are the two leaders. The Colum- 


bia was the first company to open a 
western automobile department, the man- 
agers being Orr & Wall, 2 Sherman 
street, Chicago, who have built up a 
fine business. The North America is 
also opening the field for automobile 
liability.

CALUMET’S ANNUAL MEETING 


The Calumet held its annual meeting 
this week. All the officers were re- 
elected. S. C. Scotten and W. H. Bart- 
lett, two prominent Chicago business 
men were added to the directorate. 

The assessment on stockholders has 
been completed. The financial statement 
now being prepared will show the new 
funds and also that tied up in the re- 
insurance contract with the National of 
Hartford, which was negotiated directly 
after the San Francisco fire and kept 
in effect during the period of financial 
rehabilitation. The general belief is that 
the Calumet is entitled to great credit 
for the manner in which it handled its 
affairs during the severe ordeal. It will 
take its place among the _ institutions 
which have been tried and not found 
wanting.

MEETING OF THE UNION 


For a meeting that promised well the 
gathering of the Western Union members 
at Philadelphia last week was about as 
uneventful as could well be imagined. 
Something lively was expected, judging 
from the large attendance, and the ad- 
dress of President Law and the report of 
the governing committee certainly gave 
the meeting a spirited start. The inter- 
est lagged, however, and when some seri- 
ous snags were struck in the roll call, it 
was decided that they might as well ad- 
journ and see whether they could get 
along under existing conditions for six 
months longer. 

As is usual at the Philadelphia meet- 
ing, the eastern managers were out in 
force. As is also usual, they attended 
about one session of the meeting and 
then put in their time visiting their local 
agents. The Philadelphia company offi- 
cials did not waste much time on the 
meeting, although they were occasionally 
about the lobbies in the evening to meet 
their friends. The new faces at this 
gathering were those of D. A. Rudy, the 
new president of the Indianapolis Fire, 





and Superintendent of Agents Engle. 
They had one or two old cronies among 
the western managers, but most of the 
members were strangers because of their 
long affiliation with the nonunion con- 
tingent. 

Several matters came up during the 
meeting of which as little is being said 
as possible. Among these were the an- 
noying Indiana situation, which was thor- 
oughly ventilated; the question of the 
failure of certain members to attend the 
union meetings; criticism of recent activi- 
ties of Secretary Putnam of the National 
Association of Local Fire Insurance 
Agents in seeking to require companies 
to insist upon tariff rates in anticompact 
states, and the usual roll call to develop 
the attitude of the members on coopera- 
tion in certain sections of the field. On 
this latter point it is understood that 
some of the responses were unsatisfac- 
tory, the members declaring that they 
would do or say nothing which could be 
construed as binding them to cooperation 
where such action was forbidden. 

Taken together, the meeting was an 
unusually uneventful one, nearly all mat- 
ters of importance being referred to the 
governing committee, which had made a 
bid for such confidence by its unusually 
strong and able report. 

Some complaint was made as to failure 
of certain companies to subscribe for bu- 
reau rates in a few states. A _ special 
committee was appointed to consider this 
question. 

Special invitation was sent to three or 
four companies that have been accused of 
more or less irregularities, requesting 
them to be present. Their replies were 
short, saying they would not be present.

ADVISORY RATES 


The “advisory rates” of the Chicago 
board on public property have been but a 
few days and are full of trouble. Just 
why the “advisory’ were put out with 
the idea that they were to be observed 
or not and then the terrific attempt made 
to force the companies to the advisory, 
is not plain. If companies are to be 
held in line as to rates, why have one 
set of “advisory” and one set of “man- 
datory?” Let there be but the manda- 
tory rates in name and purpose, most 
agents say. Much feeling has been 
aroused over these “advisory” rates. 
Either rates should be thrown off en- 
tirely or they should be mandatory is 
the doctrine that will be preached here- 
after, following the experience with 
the ill-starred “advisory tariffs.” The 
turmoil that is raised over the county 
insurance every three years would 
cause an outsider to believe that all 
eternity was headed for the bowwows.

NO RESERVE BILL INTRODUCED 

No bill has been introduced in the 
Illinois legislature regarding the reinsur- 
ance reserve. It was thought that the 
administration in the preparation of bills 
would introduce one modifying the pre- 
sent reserves by making a flat 50 percent 
of the premium regardless of the term of 
the policy. The heads of the insurance 
department took up this matter, but were 
not able to agree on a bill that seemed 
satisfactory and it was concluded not to 
do anything at the present session.

At the meeting of the Chicago board 
last week L. O. Kohtz, vice-president, act- 
ing president since the death of E. M. 
Teall, was elected president. H. J. Ull- 
mann, who was slated for vice-president, 
declined to allow his name to be used, and 
c, Bishop of the Northern of England 
was then elected vice-president. This 
makes three salaried managers as officers 
of the board, President Kohtz, Vice-Presi- 
dent Bishop and Treasurer Buswell. Ow- 
ing to the controversy a few months ago 
between the commission agents and sala- 
ried managers, it was thought that the 
commission agents would desire a larger 
representation among the officers. 
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Companies Are Adhering Strictly to Ad- 
visory Estimates Made By the 
Bureau—Talk of Indictments 


Toledo, O., April 16.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Although the Toledo Board 
of Fire Underwriters, after nearly forty 
years of service, has gone out of exist- 
ence, there has been no rate-cutting in 
the insurance business in Toledo, owing 
to the action of the companies in taking 
steps to prevent it. 

Most of the Toledo agents have re- 
ceived instructions from their companies 
to get business according to the new 
rates of the Ohio Inspection Bureau. This 
readjustment is said to be a general in- 
crease in rates in the downtown dis- 
trict. 

Agents complained to their companies 
of threatened action from the county 
prosecutor, and in some cases asked the 
companies if they would help the agents 
out of it if it came to a fight with the 
county officials. The agents received an 
emphatic “No” in reply. One agent who 
received no instructions from his com- 
pany regarding the new rates of the in- 
spection bureau continued to solicit insur- 
ance at the old rates. This company 
stepped in, however, and canceled the 
policies written after the new rates be- 
came effective. The business men of the 
city are aroused over the raise in the 
rates as compiled by the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau and are assisting the county 
prosecutor in every way possible to gather 
evidence under which indictments can be 
brought. _ 

The agents held a meeting this week 
to talk over the new rates. Many com- 
panies acting individually have told theis 
agents the new tariffs must be secured. 
The agents have held off from doing 
anything that would put them in the 
light of being parties to an agreement. 
If the diffeernt companies insist on the 
new rates, the agents no doubt will fall 
into line. 


The Ohio Inspection Bureau at Toledo 
has mailed 400 letters to property owners 
in the downtown district relative to the 
defective electric wiring. The letters are 
bringing in good results, many electrical 
corrections having been made and others 
under way. 

The main carbarn shops of the Toledo 
Railway & Light Company are being 
equipped with automatic sprinklers. 





Dearth of Field Material 


There appears to be a dearth of field 
material in Ohio just at present. The 
Etna has not yet found anyone to 
succeed State Agent A. G. Sanderson, 
who is now general agent of the Con- 
cinental in New York, and the Conti- 
nental and Fidelity also wish a man for 
Ohio, as it is the intention to have three 
men in the state. 





News From Cincinnati 


It is rumored that a large company is 
considering the establishment of a salaried 
office in Cincinnati. 

Secretary of the Western Union W. W. 
Dudley, with his wife and daughter spent 
Tuesday in Cincinnati on their way home 
from the union meeting and were taken 
for an_automobile ride about the city by 
Capt. John J. Conway of the Underwriters 
Salvage Corps and General Agent Galla- 
gher of the Aetna.

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that the mains have been damaged. The 
agents are worried over the matter, how- 
ever, and have asked that investigation 
be made at once to ascertain the condition 
of the mains. 





IN THE WEST VIRGINIA FIELD 





Poor Fire Protection at Wheeling Re- 
sults in the Royal’s Withdrawing 
From the City 





The Wheeling Board of Trade, in view 
of the serious fire protection conditions in 
the business district and the heavy can- 
cellation of policies, held a meeting with 
the water board and water committee of 
the city council to discuss the advisability 
of issuing bonds to cover the expense of 
constructing a reserve reservoir. 

Insurance companies, after having con- 
ditions investigated, have begun to cancel 
their policies in the heart of the business 
district, between 10th and 18th streets, 
and in many cases where policies have 
not actually been canceled the companies 
have determined not to renew them at 
their expiration, unless there is a decided 
improvement in the matter of fire protec- 
tion. 

The Royal has retired from Wheeling, 
W. Va., on account of poor fire protec- 
tion. Recently a report on the city was 
made by the inspectors which showed 
bad conditions, and the Royal, after a 
visit by the manager from New York, 
withdrew. It is understood the Royal 
did a business in Wheeling of about 
$15,000, through the agency of Maj. 
J. V. L. Rodgers. 


Charleston, W. Va., April 15.—To 
the Editor—I have noticed in a few 
of the insurance journals that a report 
has been circulated that the West Vir- 
ginia Fire of Morgantown, W. Va., has 
abandoned its organization on account 
of some adverse legislation enacted at 
a recent session. So far as I can learn 
there is no company in Morgantown, and 
naturally a great many people have 
construed this report as referring to 
the West Virginia Fire of this city. I 
would thank you very much to state 
in your publication this week that the 
West Virginia Fire of Charleston is 
progressing satisfactorily, and will be 
ready to begin operations at an early 
date.

Millersburg’s Fine Record 

In the last two years in Millersburg 
the fire losses have not amounted to 
$200. It is said no town of its size 
in any state can show any better record 
than that. Millersburg has 2,200 popu- 
lation. With this fine record back of 
the town, the board of public service 
has decided to still better matters by 
buying land by the site of the present 
receiving reservoir, which holds 150,000 
gallons, and the new reservoir to be 
constructed will hold 300,000 gallons. and 
both these reservoirs, with a capacity of 
450,000 gallons, will be kept full. These 
reservoirs are 125. feet above the town, 
with duplicate pumping machinery, with 
capacity of 750,000 gallons every 24 hours, 
ve miles of mains, with fire pressure 
of 80 to 100 pounds, A local agent 
writes: “The chances are that a fire 
would have about as much chance of 
doing big damage as a feather would 
ave in a cyclone. To the companies 





doing business in Millersburg for some 
years past it has been the same as find- 
ing the money on the public highway. 





Looking For a “Trust” 

The grand jury in session at Elyria, 
Ohio, has investigated charges that an in- 
surance trust is being maintained in Lo- 
rain county. Complaints were made that 
Ashley Rawson, secretary of the county 
organization, inspected all the policies 
written to see that they were written at 
the bureau rate. Mr. Rawson testified be- 
fore the jury, and some of the employes 
of the Ohio Inspection Bureau were also 
summoned to tell what they knew of the 
matter. So far as known, the stamping 
secretary system in Ohio has been dead 
and buried for some time. As a result, 
trouble is springing up in every quarter, 
and agents, a little at outs, are endeavor- 
ing to knife each other. 

The grand jury brought in an indict- 
ment against the members of the county 
board. 





SPRINKLER BUSINESS LIVELY 





Many Cleveland Concerns Equipping 
Their Risks as Result of Advance 
in Rates Under Dean Schedule 


Many of the large risks in Cleveland 
have either been equipped with sprinklers 
or their owners are making arrangements 
to that end, since the adoption of the 
Dean rates. In one office lines on eight 
risks have already been affected by the 
sprinkler equipment and a number of 
others will be within a short time. Some 
dissatisfaction has been expressed over 
the reduction in premiums and commis- 
sions on this account, and it is probable 
that agents will have still further cause 
to complain in the future, as owners of 
large establishments come to see the ad- 
vantages to themselves in putting in the 
equipment. In many cases the saving on 
insurance will pay for the equipment in 
three or four years, and after that it 
means clear profit. 


The Cleveland Inspection Bureau is 
not engaged in applying the Dean sched- 
ule farther than was done two months 
or more ago, but it being kept busy 
examining and approving improvements 
that have been made in order to secure 
a reduction in rates. Substantial reduc- 
tions are made on all risks that are 
properly improved. It is not known 
when a further application of the new 
rates will be made. 

The stock companies have held all the 
sprinklered risks that have been 
equipped since the first of the year, but 
it is understood that many of them 
were held on competitive rates. While 
the factory mutuals seem to have been 
rather passive for a time, they have in 
reality been busy wherever there was 
an opportunity to secure business. 


The Landeman-Hirschheimer Company 
of Cleveland, one of the largest cloak man- 
ufacturing concerns in the country, has 
contracted for a sprinkler system, to be 
installed at once. 





Kreitzer Elected President 
Judge John W. Kreitzer, a well-known 
attorney of Dayton, Ohio, has been 
elected president of the Montgomery 
County Mutual Fire, to succeed A. F. 
McCormick, deceased. 





Recaptures the Line 


After a lapse of years the plate and 
tube factory of the Babcock & Wilcox 
Company at Barberton, Ohio, has been 
regained by the Western Factory As- 
sociation. Some years ago the plant 
was insured in the association, and after 
being so insured for a time, the assured 
took a contract to manufacture boilers 
for the United States government. The 
government insisted that the insurance 
cover the interests of the United States 
in the boilers and also that the policy 
form so drawn as to permit the 
government to claim a total loss in case 
of any partial fire damage to the boilers, 
leaving the boilers to the insurance 
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companies as salvages. The factory as- 
sociation being unwilling to make these 
terms, and the mutuals apparently not 
appreciating the hazard thereof, the line 
passed to the latter companies. Sub- 
sequently the plant was enlarged and 
government work discontinued. Stock 
insurance was then solicited by brokers 
now in control of the line, and the en- 
larged and improved plant, with satis- 
factory policy form, now comes back to 
the Factory association. 





CAUSES OF TROUBLE IN OHIO 





Field Men Lay It tu General Rest- 
lessness, Excess Commissions 
and Some Kate-Cutting 





Field men in Ohio are trying to ascer- 
tain the cause of the frequent agency 
troubles that are occurring in various 
places throughout the state. After look- 
ing over the field for some time, they have 
come to the conclusion that one of the 
main causes is unrest among both the 
agents and the companies. Agents, in 
many instances, are not willing to carry 
out the instructions given by the compa- 
nies and their representatives, with the 
result that rate-cutting and other troubles 
often follow. The companies are anxious 
that their business should be increased— 
too anxious, it seems, for their own good 
occasionally, since disturbances follow ex- 
traordinary efforts of this kind generally. 
So the conclusion is that both the agents 
and companies may bear the blame of 
the troubles that occur from rate-cutting 
in many instances. 

Another trouble seems to arise from 
the large number of new companies that 
have been organized within the past few 
months and the admission of many that 
have not operated in the state heretofore. 
Many of them are paying higher commis- 
sions than the old, established companies 
in an endeavor to secure business, and 
this, again, causes a demoralizing condi- 
tion among the agents. It is said, too, 
that there is a tendency on the part of 
some to go further and shave the rates, 
thus causing trouble among all agents of 
a town, who at once prepare to meet the 
competition. There is little doubt that 
conditions are growing worse in the state 
and the predictions of some of the agents 
some time ago that this year would see 
more agency troubles than for many years 
past seems likely to come true. 





Rate Conditions Are Squally 

Although the Dean schedule is being 
applied in Dayton, Ohio, the agents still 
maintain taht they will not secure the 
new rates. Sandusky is still holding out 
against them. Rates are practically off 
in a number of towns, and the situation 
throughout the state is anything but 
satisfactory. 





Do a Lively Business 

Since the destructive fire in Youngs- 
town, Ohio, in January, it is said that 
the agents have been reaping a harvest. 
The loss brought to the attention of 
the business men, as well as household- 
ers, the necessity of being well insured 
and business has come to the agents 
without the asking. 





Arrested on Old Indictments 

Judge Killets of Bryan, Ohio, has 
ordered the arrest of Jack Page, on 
ten old indictments for arson, on which 
he has never been tried. While the old 
man, 85 years of age, claims that the 
state promised him immunity because 
of the evidence he has given against the 
Williams county gang, the local court 
does not recognize this.

Orville Bad Electrically 

Electrical wiring of Orrville, Ohio, is 
old and is at present in bad repair. 
Service connections are poor and in 
many places are not properly supported 
and insulated from sides of buildings, 
awnings, etc. High tension wires are 
dangerously near the low potential cir- 
cuits, making it possible for a danger- 
ous circuit to be communicated to build- 
ings over lighting, telephone or signal 
wires. The interior wiring in general 
has been installed with little regard for 
the rules of the National Electrical Code. 
Wires are dangerously overloaded. 
“Weatherproof” wire has been used al- 
most entirely for both open and con- 
cealed construction in the old installa- 
tions. The use of pendant cord has 
been seriously abused, being used instead 
of rubber-covered wire for branch cir- 
cuits, and excessive lengths found sup- 
ported with staples, hung on nails, and 
combustible materials of all kinds. 
Open-link cut-outs are prevalent, and in 
many cases are located in close prox- 
imity to easily ignitible materials. Very 
few service switches are installed.

Bad Condition at Marion 

Quite an alarming state of affairs, 
electrically, is reported at Marion, Ind. 
The old wiring is said to be in a de- 
plorable condition, no standard of any 
sort having been observed. Wires are 
run in plaster and over woodwork, no 
insulation other than that on the wire 
being used; open-link cut-outs, over- 
loaded circuits, unlined sockets and lamp 
cord used as line wire being the prin- 
cipal defects. Recently a National Code 
standard has been adopted and all new 
work is in good condition. Old equip- 
ments are gradually being overhauled 
and brought up to a standard. 

Alleys are congested with two lines 
of poles and heavy cross-arms spanning 


the same, making it impossible to raise 
ladders. 





DETROIT LINES GO TO BROKERS 





Local Agents Lose Great Lakes Engi- 
neering Works and May Lose 
Griffin Car Wheel Works 


Detroit, Mich., April 16—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The Griffin Car Wheel 
line is trembling in the balance. This 
plant, so far as the Detroit end is con- 
cerned, was written through one of the 
Detroit agents, but is likely to go to 
brokers. : 

The Great Lakes Engineering Works 
line, which was lost to the Detroit 
agents through a New York broker, is 
being placed with agents in the city, of 
course through the broker.“ One agent 
refused to bind his company. The 
business is written blanket with the oo 
percent clause. The company would 
not stand for the 80 percent clause 
when the Detroit agents had the line. 
Why it should stand for the 90 percent 
clause when the New York broker han- 
dles it is a question. I understand a 
large part of the business is written 
through the Bierce & Sage agency, also 
that the Continental and the Germania 
have a line and that the German Amer- 
ican took a slice. The line was placed 
with these and other agents through Wil- 
cox, Peck & Hughes, rate .927. I notice 
a part of the contract reads, in case of 
loss no more than $30,000 of the total 
insurance shall apply on patterns. The 
old form covered $2,000 specific at 
$2.50 on this item. 


The building laws in the city of De- 
troit are being disregarded daily. An 
effort will be made soon to have a com- 
mittee from the fire insurance club meet 
a like committee from the board of 
commerce with a view of discussing the 
matter of building construction and see- 
ing if something cannot be done in the 
way of enforcing the law now in force, 
if not in improving the wording of the 
present law. Certainly something should 
be done. 


J. G. Carver, special agent of the Liv- 
erpool, London & Globe, has just re- 
turned from his Florida winter vacation. I 
understand he could not stay away later 
than the opening of the baseball season. 

At a meeting held a few days ago, 
the subject of getting preferred busi- 
ness came up for discussion. One 
agent made this statement, “During 
the past two years there have been 
erected in my ward 625 houses. Now 
I could not anticipate getting 50 per- 
cent, nor 25 percent of this insurance, 
but I should get at least 10 percent.

Will Be Decided Soon 

The question of the legality of the 
percentage clause will be settled soon 
so far as Michigan is concerned. The 
American Injection Coinpany of Detroit 
had the 80 percent clause attached to 
its policies. When the fire came it found 
it was a contributor to quite an amount. 
The companies interested tendered the 
amount due under the policies in gold. 
The Injector company would not accept 
and picked out the Concordia to begin 
suit against, declaring the clause illegal. 
Recently the question was argued before 
the supreme court, Alfred Lucking of 
Detroit acting for the Concordia. An 
insurance expert says that Mr. Luck- 
ing’s argument was the finest he ever 
heard, and his judgment, based on heat- 
ing both sides, is that under the Michi- 
gan standard policy there is no question 
but what the clause can be accepted and 
is absolutely legal.

The Milwaukee Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters has finally adopted the new 
by-laws that have been under considera- 
tion by the directors and an attorney 
for several months. Not many changes 
of importance were suggested by the 
directors, but the arrangement or classi- 
fication is much better. 

The agents held three meetings and 
participated in some lively discussions 
before the last rule was finally reached. 
Quite a little opposition to department 
managers, including state agents who 
issue policies, developed, and if a ma- 
jority vote would have carried the day, 
state agents and department managers 
would have become ineligible to board 
membership, but a three-fourths vote 
being necessary to change existing by- 
laws, the doors are still open to depart- 
ment managers. It may be well to ex- 
plain that members have one vote for 
each $1,000 city premiums reported. 

The dissatisfaction noted is largely 
caused by the maintenance of a city office 
by a large union company, with its 
resident state agent in charge, and the 
alleged standing offer of full commis- 
sions to any agent or solicitor who will 
bring in a risk; and this in addition 
to maintaining eight recording agents. 
The smaller agents, or some of them, 
objected to the limitation of 10 percent 
brokerage on exchange business, but this 
rule works quite satisfactorily, although 
several agencies are thought to be offer- 
ing the inducement of an extra com- 
mission for business. 

The initiation fee for special solicitors 
was raised to $50 from $25. The ap- 
plications for appointment as solicitor 
come in steadily at the rate of five or 
six every month, and the list is be- 
coming a large one. 

The old by-laws always distinguished 
between first and second agencies, but 
as the number of agencies has become 
so much larger and most of the com- 
panies have more than one representa- 
tive, it was like tracing the pedigree 
of a modern race horse to determine 
who were really first agents, so the dis- 
tinction was voted out, and hereafter 
a company is entitled to four agents. 

The two rates for three years rule 
was extended to include brick or stone 
hotel buildings and brick or stone tele- 
phone exchange buildings. Household 
goods in mercantile buildings must be 
written at contents rate and may be 
written for a term for the same number 
of annual rates as applies to the build- 
ing. Some business of this class has 
been written at two rates for three 
years, as the old rule was not very 
clearly worded. 

The companies may expect another 
avalanche of what became known as 
“Milwaukee forms,” or, in other words, 
forms containing a waiver of owner’s 
responsibility for acts of tenants. Not- 
withstanding the board rule against using 
such a clause, a few agents have been 
Issuing it to pet customers, and the 
claim is made that nonunion companies 
accept -it without question. A majority 
voted for a fair field and no favor, and 
the prohibition of the clause was stricken 
from board rules. 





To Straighten Out Wyamet 
A committee of field men was appointed 
to visit Wyamet, IIl., Wednesday of this 
week and endeavor to reorganize the local 
board and put a stop to rate infractions. 


Will Plant Smaller Towns 
The National Union of Pittsburg, 
which has confined its operations in Wis- 
consin mostly to the larger towns, is now 
Preparing to place in the small towns 
surveying agencies. These agents will 
forward applications not only for farm 





but for other business to Minneapolis, 
where policies will be written and re- 
turned for signature and delivery. Spe- 
cial Agent Moran of Chicago will place 
these agencies, while the issuing of the 
policies will be under the supervision of 
C. H. Humason, special agent in Minne- 
sota, who has charge of the farm depart- 
ment. 





Chippewa Falls Out of Line 
Chippewa Falls, Wis., which was 
straightened up in January, is out of line 
again. Tilton & Firth, recently appointed 
agents of the Milwaukee German, have 
not joined the board. 





News From Shawano 

At Shawano, Wis., Eberlein & Eberlein, 
who formerly had a union agency, took 
on the Spring Garden a short time ago 
and now have taken the Connecticut, 
American and Michigan Commercial. 

There are three agents out of the board 
there and an effort is being made to get 
everybody in and have cooperation on 
rates. 





Waiting for Wisconsin Field-Book 

Field men are awaiting with interest 
the appearance of the new Wisconsin 
field book, which is soon to be issued by 
The Western Underwriter Company. 
The agency information of the state has 
never been compiled before, and yet ow- 
ing to the size of the state and the large 
amount of small-town business such a 
book is especially desirable. Wisconsin 
as a state has not heretofore been quite 
the center of insurance interest that 
Ohio or Michigan or Indiana has been, 
and yet it is of about equal importance. 
The new book will place the insurance in- 
formation of the state before special and 
local agents in convenient form and will 
doubtless tend to consolidate and 
strengthen state interest. It is being 
printed in the printing establishment of 
George Banta, state agent of the Phenix 
Insurance Company, at Menasha.

The total net premiums of American 
stock companies in Minnesota in 1906 
were $5,031,274, net losses $2,706,585 or 
54 percent loss ratio. The average 
rate of premium per $100 was $1.37. 

The premiums of foreign companies 
were $1,190,982, losses $708,258, or 59 
percent loss ratio. The average pre- 
mium rate was $1.43. 

The premiums of general mutuals 
and lloyds were $357,195, with losses 
$213,005. The average rate was $1.66. 
The average rate of assessment was 74 
cents. 

The township mutuals report $368,- 
600 receipts for 1906 with $227,806 
losses.

One year ago was a historic day in fire 
insurance. It was the beginning of the 
world’s greatest conflagration, one that 
put fire insurance corporations to their 
most crucial test. 

The San Francisco insurance loss was 
something over $200,000,000. The events 
of that terrific blow are all too 
fresh to warrant recounting. If ever any 
one doubts the courage or stability of in- 
surance companies as a whole, let the pic- 
ture of San Francisco be shown him. Let 
the figures representing payments by com- 
panies be presented. The story of sacri- 
fice on part of stockholders has never 
been told. Years of profit were swept 
away. The very foundations were im- 
periled. It required heroic means. All 
tribute to those financially interested who 
came to the rescue and saved the good 
name of fire insurance. 

There were dire predictions of failure 
and reinsurance, but how few met their 
Waterloo. The ignoble Traprrs’ welchers 
were the only cowards in the whole lot. 

But to-day in the field with millions 
and millions poured out in San Francisco, 
rates are not maintained. The tragic 
days were soon forgotten. 

But the companies that emerged from 
that city of ashes are in many ways 
stronger than ever. They are fire-tested. 
They stand in the list of corporations that 
have not been found wanting. A San 
Francisco conflagration company is a 
good one to represent. 

Oszorne Howes says in the Jnterna- 
tion: 

“To meet these loss claims amounting 
to $235,000,000 the 108 fire insurance com- 
panies authorized to do business in Cali- 
fornia had assets of approximately the 
following amounts:

“There were in addition to the forego- 
ing the assets of companies not admitted 
to do business in California but in which 
some of the citizens of San Francisco 
had insured their property, and the assets 
also of outside companies in which many 
of the admitted companies had reinsured 
a part of their San Francisco liabilities. 
These last additions to the sum of assets 
are uncertain statistical factors; but it 
can be safely said that the entire Ameri- 
can insurance assets available to pay the 
losses caused by the San Francisco con- 
flagration did not on the 18th of April, 
1906, equal what has been estimated to 
be the sum total of possible insurance 
claims, to wit: $235,000,000.”

COMMISSION FIGHT 
AT THE present time in the western 
field, the commission competition among 
nonunion fire companies is most heated. 
This item of expense is certainly mount- 
ing up the scale in case of many com- 





panies. An agent with a fair business 
can just about dictate his terms. Some 
companies are allowing larger commis- 
sions for a bigger volume of business. 

Thz solution of the problem rests 
with the larger companies, which are 
really not obliged to pay more than. the 
union graded scale to get business. 
These companies are necessary to carry 
the special hazards. They can command 
the business in any fair-sized town. 

This high commission practice has 
reached a point where a company feels 
it necessary to “buy” an agent to get 
the business. Such tactics are demoral- 
izing the business, the companies and 
agents. 

While from time to time we have 
seen fit to criticize union companies for 
what we believe to be a departure 
from the straight course, the commis- 
sion fight must be saddled on the non- 
union forces. 








THE DEMAND WAS WANTING 

As the different state legislatures ad- 
journ it becomes apparent that the mass 
of proposed legislation framed by the 
COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN, embodying some 
of the ideas of the Armstrong laws and 
one or two others derived from them, 
will not be enacted. The programme 
drawn up with such elaboration at Wash- 
ington and Chicago has met with but 
little support. This is, after all, only 
natural, The committee’s work was more 
or less superficial in that it was not called 
forth by demands from the states where 
it was intended to be enforced, but was 
drawn up in imitation of the New York 
measures or as an improvement on them. 

While it is true that all of the features 
of the committee’s work are not to be 
found in the Armstrong laws, it is fair to 
say that nothing really original—that is, 
nothing that did not have the Armstrong 
laws as a basis—was proposed by the 
committee of the insurance commissiott- 
ers. This, notwithstanding the fact that 
hard and persistent work was done by the 
gentlemen who had the task of framing 
the bills in hand. They acquitted them- 
selves with full credit. 

In Wisconsin, the only state where 
independent work has been done, barring 
Indiana, where conditions of a_ special 
nature existed, there is a probability that 
legislation will be enacted. It would ap- 
pear that special significance is to be at- 
tached in the future to the life insurance 
legislation of three states—New York, 
Massachusetts and Wisconsin—instead oi 
to that of the single state of Massachu- 
setts, as in previous years. 

Whatever may be said of the west, it 
would seem that there is very little danger 
after all of its being “carried away” by 
waves of “pure theory” and by the “radi- 
cal idealists,’ so much feared by some 
eastern observers. The west is eminently 
practical and is prepared to consider 
theories only when there is some practi- 
cal problem to be solved, the need for the 


solution of which is clearly apparent and 
actually felt. 








IS IT SIGNIFICANT 


Wui.e attending a Learing on insur- 
surance bills before one of the commit- 
tees of the Illinois legislature, one of 
the life insurance managers lost his 
pocketbook in the committee room. 
He had to borrow money to get back 
to Chicago, 

The question has arisen as to 
whether this is a new method adopted 
by legislators to get funds. The legis- 
lators should have stripped the mana- 
ger’s vest pockets of cigars also. 





Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 





W. Percy Crenshaw, formerly general 
agent of the Connecticut Mutual Life at 
Chicago, died Sunday at Kenosha, Wis. 
Mr. Crenshaw was one of the well- 
known life insurance men of Chicago. 
He began with the Berkshire and then 
became superintendent of agents of the 
old Covenant Mutual of St. Louis. When 
it reinsured in the Metropolitan he be- 
came manager of the ordinary department 
of that company at Chicago. He was 
associated with George W. Riggs in or- 
ganizing the Mutual Life of Chicago, of 
which he became vice-president and 
agency manager. His last position was 
with the Connecticut Mutual. While in 
that capacity his mind failed, about two 
years ago, and he was sent to a sani- 
tarium. He never recovered. He was 
a man of most pleasing personality and 
had many friends. 


Robert Gray of Flora, Ill, state agent 
for the American Central of St. Louis, 
has just returned from a six weeks’ visit 
with his son, C. W. Gray, at Pensacola, 
Fla. He reports having had a very 
pleasant time in the sunny south, and will 
now take up his ficld work again with 
renewed vigor.

Comment on Wisconsin 
Lumber Industry 





Milwaukee, Wis., April 17.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—During the logging 
season just ended in Wisconsin there has 
been much complaint by operators that 
the conditions had been very much 
against the production of a full crop and 
much gloomy prophesying of a short cut 
for the sawing season of 1907. It was 
true that things did not go well with the 
road makers. Snow fell early in Novem- 
ber and the swamps did not freeze well. 
Logging roads follow swamps preferably, 
for the double reason that a flooded 
marsh, hard frozen, makes the best road 
for the immense logging sleighs, and also 
because of its even level. Then heavy 
and unusual rains during the winter 
added to the disgust and worry of the 
bosses, and the winter was a crazy quilt 
of warm spells and cold snaps most de- 
moralizing to the tempers of the op- 
eiators and the logging roads. 

But though they said much, and said 
it with all the verve and ginger of lum- 
ber jacks, they “sawed wood” neverthe- 
less, and the log crop for the 1907 sawing 
is just as big as ever. The closest un- 
derwriter at his departmental desk has 
continued to pour out his jeremiads over 
the decay of the lumber interests in Wis- 
consin, either unable or unwilling to 
recognize a new condition, totally differ- 
ent from decay, which has succeeded the 
good old roaring days of King Pine. Be- 
cause La Crosse, Eau Claire, Ashland, 
Oshkosh and their like have disappeared 
from the map as sawdust towns, they 
cannot believe there is anything left, or 
any new condition worth their thought. 

It is not so easy to-day to get an esti- 
mate of a season’s cut as it was twenty 
years ago, because instead of the big mill 
of that day, cutting many millions of feet 
in a season, and cutting only pine, there 
are to-day a score of little mills, cutting 
everything. There is practically no tree 
growing in Wisconsin to-day that is not 
worth more money on the stump than 
pine would bring in the early nineties. 
There is a big part of Wisconsin covered 
with hemlock, tamarack, elm, birch, etc., 
that is as virgin forest as the pineries 
were in 1870. There is a big demand for 
every stick of it. It is heavy wood and 
the man with the portable mill sawing on 
- ground, cuts ice with his lumber to- 

ay. 

The estimates of well-informed field 
men in Wisconsin are that as much, if not 
more, lumber will be sawed in that 
state in 1907 than ever before. It is a 
safe calculation that the value in dollars 
of the lumber piles of Wisconsin will in 
1907 exceed the values of any previous 
years. 

The innumerable little stock piles all 
over the north half of the state run into 
tremendous values, although each by it- 
self will involve only a few thousand 
dollars. The fire hazard of these yards 
is less than the risk of the old piney 
wood yards. Much of the sawing is done 
during the winter and many of the little 
mills never feel the thrill of their steam 
all summer. The mutuals are reaching 
out for these lumber stocks—and getting 
them. No one agent controls the big lines 
once so well known on the street. The 
concentrated value of a few years ago is 
now represented by an equivalent of a 
number of small holdings, scattered over 
the same ground, and the field man has 
lost track of them. The man who saws a 
half million this year at Slabtown may 
look up and move by 1908. 

But the lumber is there, a big crop 
of it, this year. Its value is high, and 
there is a place waiting for every foot 
of it. It is good live business for the 
underwriter.

BETTER FEELING IS DISPLAYED 





Home Companies Are Shaping Up in 
a Way that Augurs Well for 
Cleaner Practices. 





[By a Staff Correspondent] 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 16—There is a 
decidedly better feeling in Indiana life in- 
surance circles following the investigation 
and legislative onslaught. One of the 
leading home company officials sounded 
the tocsin of “publicity and supervision” in 
a conversation this week. That seems to 
be the new slogan. 

Those companies that are not able to 
meet with success by following orthodox 
methods will reinsure, as witness the ab- 
sorption of the Central Union Life by the 
Indiana National. Some of the home 
company men object to the assertion that 
Indiana has been a hotbed of “schemes.” 
They point to the fact that Massachusetts 
housed the company that introduced the 
stock agency system which has had such 
a rapid growth. It, too, started the plan 
of selling company stock. They cite, too, 
the old half-note, half-cash plan of some 
of the best companies of to-day that they 
practiced in their infancy. These officials 
declare that the Indiana companies have 
followed no course that entitles them to 
the category of scheme-breeders any more 
than other companies. Be that as it may, 
it is useless to dwell on the past. 

Auditor Billheimer’s Attitude 

Auditor Billheimer, in seeking to pro- 
hibit dated-back and special contracts and 
to regulate stock agency companies, is not 
acting under any statute, but is moving 
under his authority as a supervising of- 
ficer. He is not endeavoring to place un- 
necessary burdens on companies but 
simply lays down certain bounds which 
he regards as safe. 

The home companies are conferring 
with the auditor as to their contracts and 
literature. They see the wisdom of secur- 
ing his approval before they make a move 
of importance rather than suffer a rebuff 
later on. Some of the newer companies 
have entered the field, taking advantage 
of the new conditions and sentiment. 
This is reflected in their field operations 
and policy contracts. 

Bitter Feeling Is Displayed 

There has been a most vitrolic feeling 
between most of the home company men 
and the agents of the old companies. 
This has been as a raging fire most of 
the time. The local agents have stamped 
with disapproval the practices of home 
companies as deceptive. The home com- 
panies came back with the charge that the 
eastern companies were trying to kill off 
home enterprises. 

The local association of life underwrit- 
ers passed a rule prohibiting membership 
of men connected with companies less 
than ten years old. This was done to 
keep the Indiana companies from domi- 
nating the association. In a way this 
worked a hardship on some perfectly cap- 
able and honest home company men. 

Broader View is Noted 

That the underwriters’ association is 
willing to yield to some extent is indi- 
cated in the invitation extended to F. P. 
Manly and his associates of the Indiana- 
polis Life to be present at the annual ban- 
quet this week. These gentlemen were 
present. Such men as Mr. Manly are 
needed in the local body. It appears to 
the liberal-minded as if membership 
should be based on sound principles and 
character rather than age of a company. 

The local association might go still fur- 
ther and get into its fold other local 
company men of repute, who, if they have 
departed somewhat from the straight and 
narrow path, have seen a new light. The 
Spirit of antagonism should subside with 
the new era of life insurance in this state. 

Some of the agents still view with sus- 
Picion a few home company officials. 
They claim a leopard cannot change his 
spots. However; home companies have 
had a very striking and impressive lesson, 
and with more stringent restrictions 





there should not be again the unnatural 
forces at work in Hoosierdom. 
Perlod of Adjustment is On 

In home company offices there is a re- 
adjustment period, a desire to line up in 
a way that will relieve them in the fu- 
ture of severe strictures. No company 
contemplates fighting the auditor. It 
would be business suicide to do so. The 
wise course to pursue is to recognize the 
sentiment and make Indiana the home 
state of honest life insurance. 

The home company people still main- 
tain that Governor Hanly was influenced 
by Untermyer and Scrugham of New 
York. He was a member of the Inter- 
national Policyholders Committee, and 
the charge is he was dominated by it. 
Certain it seems that Governor Hanly 
played politics strong, but that he was 
actually “subsidized” by eastern interests 
would seem a very extreme assertion. 

Indiana a Good Field 

Indiana has a good compulsory reserve 
law. It is a splendid state in every re- 
spect. The field is an ideal one for home 
companies, but they should be conducted 
on the square and issue contracts that 
people understand. Many home com- 
pany officers have graduated from the 
State Life or one or two other of the 
older home companies. In all respects 
these men have probably not had a full 
appreciation of their responsibilities and 
duties. It cannot be denied that life in- 
surance has been used as a means for 
selfish ends. Those companies that now 
intend to do the very best they can for 
their policyholders will become factors 
for good. 

What the State Life is Doing 

There is a new atmosphere in the State 
Life office. Secretary Wynn is a man of 
brains and he is the active force in the 
company. Robert Sweeney is at the head 
of the agency department. He is clean- 
cut and has a pleasing personality. The 
company is writing from $1,000,000 to 
$1,500,000 a month. It has cut off all 
questionable practices, reduced commis- 
sions and is on a better basis than ever 
before. It still maintains one or two 
agency companies, but no stock is sold 
with insurance. The State Life’s success 
has been phenomenal, but it went to ex- 
tremes. Its very success was its undoing. 
With its present foundation it has the 
material to become one of the west’s 
greatest companies. 

One Danger to Be Noted 

There is one danger now, and that is 
the directors of the State Life, coming in 
on the reform wave, may feel it neces- 
sary to go to another extreme. When 
business men attempt to pull too strong 
on the oars of a life company and try to 
direct affairs concerning which they know 
but little, they usually make a muss of it. 
The directors of the company are strong 
men and well intentioned. They only 
need to see that square methods are fol- 
lowed and proper economies are in effect. 
As supervisors they can do much, as 
regulators they can do too much. 

Getting Into Other States 

The insurance agitation in Indiana 
acted in a way to handicap business in the 
state. There has not been a return of 
confidence yet, but feeling is growing that 
a policyholder will get better returns than 
ever before. 

Because of the home state conditions, 
the Indiana companies have gone into 
other states and will enter still more. 

Indiana Has a Great Future 

It cannot be denied that there are 
men of talent connected with some of 
these companies. With the lessons 
learned in the past, it is not too much to 
hope that when the storm and _ stress 
period is over the survivors will have 
shaped up in a way that will make Indi- 
ana a far cleaner field, and its reputation 





will be changed. The state has in it pos- 
sibilities. It is up to the home companies 
to grasp the hand of opportunity. 
State Life’s Commissions 

The State Life of Indianapolis has 
sent out mew agency contracts with 
commissions somewhat reduced, though 
still slightly above those of companies 
doing business in New York. The 
company has discontinued its “Life An- 
nuity Competitive Agency contract,” by 
which renewals of agents who left the 
company were tontined and _ divided 
among the persistent agents. 

Commissions have been somewhat re- 
duced by the State Life. The following 
shows the old commissions paid the 
State Agency Company and the new 
scale now in force. On renewals 7% 
percent is paid.

Annual Banquet of the Indiana Asso- 
ciation of Life Underwriters— 
Better Feeling Is Seen 





The fifteenth annual banquet of the 
Indiana Association of Life Underwriters 
was held at the Grand Hotel, Indianapo- 
lis, Monday night. The occasion was 
graced by the presence of ladies. Presi- 
dent W. J. Greenwood acted as toast- 
master. The speakers were Congressman 
James E. Watson of Rushville, Rev. 
Frank S. C. Wicks and C. M. Cart- 
wright of THe Western UNDERWRITER. 
John J. Price of the Berkshire closed the 
program by his witty toast, “The Ladies.” 
Joseph Atkinson, from the home office of 
the Prudential, gave a spirited talk. The 
orchestra music was a pleasing feature 
of the entertainment. 

The dominant note of all the talks was 
optimism. The thought suggested was 
that there is nothing to be substituted for 
life insurance, nothing that can fill the 
bill when it comes to furnishing protec- 
tion to those of moderate means. The 
feeling in the field is taking on a far 
more encouraging aspect. While the re- 
adjustment work is under way, considera- 
ble sacrifice will be required, but the 
speakers argued that the plan and system 
of life insurance as an institution had 
not been assailed but merely certain men 
behind a few companies. The institution 
itself has emerged without a scar, puri- 
fied and made worthy of greater con- 
fidence. 

The Indianapolis association has a ten- 
year probationary rule for men connected 
with new companies, but Vice-President 
Manly of the Indianapolis Life and some 
of his associates were invited to this 
banquet, as a special mark of honor. 





Laylin is Elected President 

Former Secretary of State L. C. Lay- 
lin was elected vice-president of the Ohio 
State Life of Columbus, Ohio, and the 
capital stock -was increased from $100,- 
000 to $500,000. Mr. Laylin succeeded 
H. P. Angell, resigned. Secretary of 
State Carmi A. Thompson was elected 
a director to succeed W. F. Janeway, 
deceased. C. R. Ayers, president of the 
First National Bank of Columbus, was 


elected treasurer, to succeed Mr. Jane- 
way. 





To Oust A. O. U. W. 

Attorney-General Wade H. Ellis of 
Ohio has filed quo warranto proceedings 
against the Grand Lodge of the Ancient 
Order of United Workman to oust the 
organization from doing business in the 
state and this was followed by an answer 
in which the allegation was admitted. 
The answer further asks that the court 
take such action as is provided by law 
for the settlement of its affairs and the 
protection of its creditors and members. 

Mr. Ellis brought the suit on complaint 
of Superintendent Vorys on the grounds 
that the lodge has failed to comply with 
the laws in not filing its report and that 
it is not carrying out its contracts in 
good faith because it is unable to do so. 
According to reports, the death claims 
against the lodge amount to $150,000, 
while the funds will aggregate perhaps 
only about $3,000. It is probable that a 
receiver will be appointed to take charge 
of its affairs. 





Searcy Goes to Pittsburg 

Superintendent N. Lee Searcy of the 
Western & Southern Life at Canton, 
Ohio, owing to his success has been 
transferred to Pittsburg as superintend- 
ent. A few days ago the Western & 
Southern moved into new quarters at 
Canton, and to celebrate the event Su- 
perintendent Searcy gave a banquet, he 
acting as toastmaster. He introduced 
the secretary of the company, W. J. 
Williams, who made an excellent ad- 
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dress. Other speakers being present 
were Lewis Stentz of Columbus, N. 
Morgan of the north Cincinnati district, 
F. E. Dawson of Akron and H. C. 
Searcy of Portsmouth. 





AGENCY ASSOCIATION MEETING 





Expression of the Northwestern Mu- 
tual as to Its Attitude Toward 
Such Annual Gatherings 





The Association of Agents of the 
Northwestern Mutual will meet in Mil- 
waukee on July 16. No invitations will 
be issued or prizes awarded. In regard 
to the attendance, the expression of the 
Northwestern will no doubt be adopted 
as the correct method to be pursued as to 
agency meetings.

Gets General Agent’s Contract 

The Southern Guaranty Company of 
Louisville, Ky., has come into possession 
of a general agency contract for the 
Security Life & Annuity of Chicago for 
eleven southern states. This contract 
was originally held by Ed. L. Williams 
and mercantile agencies report that the 
contract was sold to the Southern Guar- 
anty Company for “a certified amount.” 
In addition to the first year’s commission 
the contract provides for 15 percent re- 
newal second year, 10 percent renewal 
third and fourth years, 7% percent re- 
newal from fifth to tenth year inclusive 
and 5 percent renewal from the eleventh 
to the twentieth year inclusive. The 
Guaranty Company is capitalized at $500,- 
000, divided into 100,000 shares. 





E. R. Tillinghast Resigns 

E. R. Tillinghast, ‘superintendent of 
agents of the Provident Savings Life at 
the home office, has tendered his resigna- 
tion, much to the regret of the agents in 
the field. Mr. Tillinghast was the agency 
superintendent some years ago and then 
resigned to look after his other interests. 
He was induced later on to return to the 
company and has been very successful in 
his work. No successor has been secured 





Equitable’s Western Plans 

While the Equitable Life of New 
York is using no high-pressure meth- 
ods the company hopes to write a 
good business this year, particularly in 
the west, where President Morton is 
well known and has a large personal 
following. He will give his attention 
to the western territory clear to the 
coast and will make frequent visits to 
the large cities. Harry Rosenfeld, as- 
sistant to President Morton, started 
out last week on a round of the west- 
ern cities and will spend some time in 
each helping the agency inspectors and 
general agents. The meeting in Chi- 
cago last week, while not partaking of 
many of the features of such gather- 
in in the old days, showed a de- 
cided reviying spirit among the agency 
force and a determination to succeed 





along conservative lines, which greatly 
pleased President Morton. 
Several important appointments have 


already been made. Frank L. Jones, 
formerly supervisor of the Fidelity 
Mutual for several states, becomes 


agency supervisor for the state of In- 
diana, with headquarters at Indianapo- 
lis.

New York Life May Pull Out 

The Texas bill requiring life compan- 
ies to invest in securities of that state 
75 percent of the reserve on their Texas 
business has passed both houses of the 
legislature. If the governor signs it the 
New York Life announces that it will 
close its five offices, discharge its 1,800 
agents and employes and quit Texas, 
making collections on old _ business 
through St. Louis. 





POLICYHOLDERS HAVE WARNING 





Mutual Life Tells People Not to Dis- 
pose of Their Contracts to 
Speculators 





Secretary Easton of the Mutual Life 
has sent out the following warning to 
policyholders : 


Certain speculators who purchase life 
insurance policies and carry them to 
maturity at considerable profit to them- 
selves have not been slow to take ad- 
vantage of the recent unsettled con- 
dition of the life insurance business. 

The claim that they can pay larger 
sums for the policies than the surrender 
value offered by the company is alluring, 
and in a majority of cases the sacrifice 
made by the individual policyholder in 
such transactions is not _ understood. 
The reason why they can offer more is 
that they continue to pay the premium 
until the end of the distribution period, 
and then get the dividend. The policy- 
holders can in many cases borrow from 
the company the amount of the pre- 
iums each year until the end of the 
distributing period and so get the ad- 
vantage of the dividends themselves in- 
stead of letting them go to the spec- 
ulator. The policyholders then get the 
benefit of the insurance also up to the 
end of the distribution period.

LEGISLATION IN SOME STATES 


lowa Lawmakers Have Finished— 
Minnesota Passes Many Bills—Illl- 
nols Measures Are Reported 





The Iowa legislature passed the fol- 
lowing laws relating to life insurance 
exclusively : 

Providing for investment of funds of 
fraternal beneficiary societies. 

To permit fraternal beneficiary societies 
to purchase and own real estate, to erect 
buildings thereon and to occupy and rent 
the same. 

To provide the method whereby assess- 
ment life associations may be reincorpo- 
rated as legal reserve life insurance com- 
panies. 

Providing that life insurance companies 
shall submit articles of incorporation to 
auditor of state and attorney-general for 
approval. 

Penalizing the misrepresentations of 
life insurance contracts. 

The Minnesota legislature has passed 
twelve of the seventeen bills prepared by 
the Committee of Fifteen. Two of the 
bills have been killed, the bill to regulate 
the election of directors of mutual com- 
panies and the bill providing for the re- 
incorporation of assessment companies as 
legal reserve companies. Objection was 
made to the former and the latter was 
covered by the Rockne bill, which is a 
more elaborate measure. The bill to pro- 
hibit corporations acting as agents passed 
the house and is in the senate committee. 
The bill regulating the salaries of officers 
passed the senate and is on general orders 
in the house. The bill to prohibit dis- 
crimination passed the house and is pend- 
ing in the senate. 

Most of the bills prepared and recom- 
mended by the Illinois insurance depart- 
ment have passed the state senate and are 
now in the house, particularly the bills 
“Regulating the salaries of officers of life 
companies;” “The investment in real 
estate by life companies;” “Kind of se- 
curities for registration;” and the bill 
fixing “Standard provisions of life poli- 
cies.” 


It is announced by Speaker Herman L. 
Ekern of the Wisconsin house that the 
policyholders are to have an inning at the 
hearings on the insurance bills. He said: 


_Policyholders as a rule are not able to 
come to Madison to appear before the com- 
mittee, but their interests are to be heard. 
The policyholders are depending upon their 
members of the legislature and upon the 
members of the legislative insurance in- 
vestigating committee to present their case 
to the committee. The men who were re- 
tained by the investigating committee to 
do the expert actuarial work, Prof. J. W. 
Glover of the University of Michigan; L. A. 
Anderson, assistant actuary of the state in- 
surance department, and former Attorney- 
General James L. O’Connor, will present 
arguments to the committee in favor of 
the legislation.

The report that the Nebraska bill mak- 
ing notes for first year’s premiums on life 
policies nonnegotiable until the policy is 
accepted passed the legislature is a mis- 
take. It passed the senate, but although 
recommended by a large vote in the house 
by committee of the whole, it failed to get 
through. 


IS GETTING FIELD ORGANIZED 





Knights of Pythias Insurance Depart- 
ment Under Manager Host Is 
Making Itself Felt 





The Knights of Pythias Insurance De- 
partment, under the management of Zeno 
M. Host, is meeting with much success 
and a very satisfactory business is being 
done. The Knights of Pythias has 700,- 
000 members and 82,000 are already in- 
sured in its insurance department. Man- 
ager Host has divided the different states 
into districts, each in charge of a superin- 
tendent, and these superintendents have 
assistants and employ local agents to 
present the insurance proposition to mem- 
bers of the order. It is admitted in all 
states except South Dakota and has all 
organized except Arizona and New 
Mexico. The western states are very 
well organized, Illinois having three su- 
perintendents, one devoting his time in 
Cook county and Chicago. Indiana has 
two, Ohio six, Michigan one, Wisconsin 
one, Minnesota one, Missouri one, Kan- 
sas one and West Virginia two. Iowa 
and Nebraska are under the jurisdiction 
of one superintendent. Many of those 
insured under the old plans have al- 
ready transferred to one of the new plans 
and at new rates. 


Writing a Good Business 

The Security Life & Annuity’s daily 
bulletin for April 15 shows that $417,000 
has been written during the first fifteen 
days of this month, and the company 
expects to total one million dollars by 
the close of the thirty days. The com- 
pany has recently placed $300,000 of its 
capital stock and a gradual increase in 
surplus is being accomplished. It will 
ask the Illinois department to bring its 
examination of last fall up to date this 
month. 





Do Not Expect Much Legislation 

It is not believed there will be much 
life insurance legislation in. Ohio at the 
next session of the legislature. Senator 
P. Ward, chairman of the senate 
insurance committee, is himself now a 
life insurance company official, being 
president of the Cleveland Life, a 
stock company. Superintendent Vorys 
is lined up with the conservative ele- 
ment and the Ohio Life Policyhold- 
ers Association, of which George R. 
Scrugham of Cincinnati was the mov- 
ing spirit, is dead. 





Decide Nature of Annuity 


A suit is now before Judge Pendleton 
in the superior court at Atlanta, Ga., 
which will legally decide whether an 
annuity which is payable to the benefi- 
ciary of a policy is a trust fund or an 
obligation of debt. The cases arises from 
the death of Rollin T. Dews of Macon, 
Ga., whose life was insured in the com- 
pany on November 11, 1905, for $5,000 
in the then Empire Mutual Annuity & 
Life of Atlanta, now the Empire Life. 

Under a special clause in the com- 
pany’s policy in case of the death of the 
policyholder, suicide within two years, 
sane or insane, excepted, $5,000 wotld 
be paid to the widow in ten annual 
payments of $500 each, provided the 
widow remained unmarried. In case of 
her remarriage or death the annuity was 
to go to her children. In June, 1906, 
Dews was found dead five or six miles

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from Macon in the country, under cir- 
cumstances which lead the company to 
believe that he committed suicide. Pay- 
ment of the claim was therefore contested. 
In addition to claiming that the policy 
should be paid, the widow asks that the 
company pay her the present cash value 
of the deferred annuity, or failing that 
to pay it into court as a trust fund 
for her and her child. The company in 
answering the suit maintains in addition 
to the fact of the suicide voiding the 
policy, that even if it were not so voided 
the annuity is contingent upon the lives 
of herself and her child, and it therefore 
cannot be called upon to pay the amount 
either in a lump sum as present value 
to the beneficiary or into the court as 
a trust fund. The obligation of the an- 
nuity is claimed to be merely a debt to 
the estate, which is not payable until 
due any more than notes would be.

Two or Three of the Home Companies 
Are Making an Excellent Record 
in the State 





Omaha, April 17.—( Special) —Life men 
are considerably interested in the progress 
of the business in Nebraska, especially 
the part taken by the home companies. 
The Bankers Life of Lincoln is writing 
the iargest business in the state, it being 
the leader last year, having written $3,- 
000,000. The agency department of the 
Bankers is very strong. It has a good 
organization, has paid excellent dividends 
and takes care of its agents in fine shape. 
It has attracted to its ranks a number of 
agents who were formerly with the Arm- 
strong law companies. 

The Security Mutual of Lincoln is also 
writing a very good business and is de- 
veloping quite rapidly. The new Mid- 
west Life of Lincoln, which was organ- 
ized some months ago, has gotten a good 
pace and is making itself felt. The Bankers 
Reserve of Omaha writes a moderate 
business in Nebraska, but as it has en- 
tered other states it does not specialize 
on Nebraska as much as the three other 
companies named. 

The work of the home company agents 
has reached a point where some of the 
managers of the old companies have ap- 
pealed to their home offices for extra 
men to assist in stimulating business. 
The Northwestern Mutual and Union 
Central seem to be the two greatest fac- 
tors outside of the home companies. The 
agency forces of the three giants are 
badly riddled. The Equitable, for ex- 
ample, has but one agent in the state out- 
side of the state manager. 

Nebraska is a fine field for life insur- 
ance. There has been a cleaning up in 
the field and one hears but little com- 
plaint of rebating. The home companies 
stand well with the people.

B. Weller, of the Metropolitan Life, 
in charge of the Traverse City office, 
has been promoted to a superintendency 
in the New York district and will report 
for duty there April 22. Mr. Weller has 


been with the etropolitan for fifteen 





years and has made a fine record, de- 
veloping a detached assistancy into a 
district with five detached assistancies 
of its own, 

William O’Bryon, former superintendent 
of agents of the Pittsburg Life & Trust, 
becomes agency inspector of the Reliance 
Life for Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia. For many years he was agency di- 
rector of the New York Life at Pittsburg. 

The ouster suit against the New York 
Life was dismissed in the Circuit Court 
at Akron, O., on the ground that the 
franchise under which the company was 
operating in hio when the suit was 
commenced had expired and a new fran- 
chise had been granted. 

The supreme court of Wisconsin has or- 
dered the Equitable Life of New York to 
produce its books for twenty years, in 
Milwaukee, so Albert Ellinger, a policy- 
holder, can use them to frame a complaint 
against the company for alleged cutting 
down the promised value of a life insurance 
policy. He claims he is entitled to more 
dividends. 


The Illinois branch appellate court at 
Chicago has held that the legal hanging of 
the assured voids a life insurance policy. 
The case was that of Hugh Collins, execu- 
tor of the will of Robert Kilpatrick, against 
the Metropolitan. Kilpatrick who was in- 
sured for $500 was hanged for murdering 


his wife. The court held it to be against 
public policy to pay the claim. 

The Connecticut legislative insurance 
committee has reported an important 


bill concerning the _ petitions of the 
New York Life, Mutual Life, Metro- 
politan and Equitable for a_ refund 


of taxes. Twelve thousand dollars il- 
legally collected in 1904 is to be repaid, but 
a large sum remaining is withheld pending 
similar action by the New York legislature. 

The [Illinois department has made an 
important ruling affecting the assessment 
companies which issue a policy agreeing 
to pay monthly or yearly benefits instead 
of a lump sum. It holds that in estab- 
lishing the liability of such companies, 
the present commuted value of the out- 
standing policies under which deaths 
have occurred must be figured as lia- 
bilities. The companies wanted to be al- 
lowed to figure one monthly benefit as 
their outstanding liability.

AMONG CASUALTY AGENTS 


NEW AUTOMOBILE POLICY OUT 





American Fidelity Makes Changes in 
Line of Liberality in Contract 
and Lower Rates 





The American Fidelity has issued a new 
automobile liability policy, more compre- 
hensive and liberal than its old one, and 
accompanied by a rate reduction. The in- 
demnifying clause reads: 

Against loss from the liability imposed 
by law for damages and expenses on ac- 
count of bodily injuries, including death, 
accidentally suffered while this policy is in 
force, by any person or persons, by reason 
of the maintenance or use of any of the 
automobiles hereinafter specifically enum- 
erated and described, while in charge of 
the insured, his employes, or the proprie- 
tor or employes of any garage, place of 
storage or repair shop. This policy shall 
also cover for bodily injuries, including 
death, caused by the loading or unloading 
of automobiles used as specified in the ap- 
plication for transportation and delivery of 
goods, materials or merchandise. 

The addition of indemnity for expenses 
and the last clause covering loading and 
unloading of auto trucks are new features. 
The expense feature especially is regarded 
as valuable, inasmuch as an accident fre- 
quently causes expense even though it may 
not result in the assessment of damages. 

As an example of the reduction in rates, 
it may be stated that the new rate on 
gasoline and steam automobiles, not above 
twelve horsepower, is $30, while the old 
rate was $35; for each additional horse- 
power up to twenty, $1, same as the old 
rate; each additional horsepower above 
twenty, $2, while the old rate was $2 for 
each additional horsepower from twenty 
to thirty and $3 for each additional horse- 
power from thirty up. Thus while the 
old rate on a fifty-horsepower car was 
$35 + $8 +- $20 + $60=$123, the new 
rate is $30 + $8 + $60 = $08. 


Trying to Get Wickes to Join 

The Chicago Plate Glass Managers As- 
sociation is making an effort to get P. L. 
Wickes, manager of the Pennsylvania 
Casualty, to join. Before Mr. Wickes 
took the company the former managers 
joined the compact, but he announced he 
would remain outside. As all the stock 
companies except his are members, there 
was a much brighter outlook. A commit- 
tee visited Mr. Wickes this week to try 
to induce him to come in. If he does not, 
the association will no doubt adopt com- 
petitive measures against the Pennsyl- 
vania Casualty. 








Caullet Said to be Backer 


It is currently reported in New York 
that John J. Caullet, recently president 
of the Metropolitan Surety, is behind the 
New York Surety, incorporated at Al- 
bany several days ago. Mr. Caullet does 
not deny the impeachment. The New 
York Surety is to have a capital of 
$500,000 and surplus of $250,000. It will 
write three lines of business, namely, 
surety, fidelity and burglary insurance. 





Fail to Write Treasurer’s Bond 

The surety companies have fallen down 
on another big official bond. City Treas- 
urer John E. Traeger of Chicago gives 
personal bond after he was already to 
give corporate surety if the companies 
could have gotten together and furnished 
it. By reason of the bonding of the de- 
pository banks the city treasurer’s bond 
was reduced from $22,000,000 to $2,000,- 
ooo. Fred M. Blount, president of the 
Illinois Surety, had the line and a couple 
of weeks ago it looked as if it could be 
placed without serious trouble. The rate 
decided upon was 25 cents, making the 
premium $10,000. The American Surety, 
however, declined to go on at less than 50 
cents. The other companies could not fill 
the line without the American Surety, as 
it could take about $500,000. It was then 
proposed that the companies furnish $1,- 
500,000 and private parties $500,000. The 
Fidelity & Deposit would not agree to 
this arrangement, as it would have gone 
on for about half a million and in case of

TO COVER THEFTS BY TRUCKMEN 





Metropolitan Surety to Insure Against 
Loss of Goods Being Delivered 
from Merchant’s Warehouse 





Owing to heavy losses by merchants 
due to thefts of goods which are be- 
ing delivered either by expressmen or 
their own drivers, a class of losses 
which are very troublesome and where 
recoveries are rare, the Metropolitan 
Surety has concluded there is business 
to be had in this line and has decided 
to issue a policy covering all such 
losses and also loss which may be oc- 
casioned from the personation of an 
expressman or truckman at the ware- 
house, whereby the party obtains pos- 
session of the goods and robs them. 
This policy covers all deliveries and 
shipments within a distance of twenty- 
five miles from the city hall of the 
place in which the warehouse of the 
merchant is situated. The rates are 
based on the average annual value of 
property shipped during the past three 
years and the number of losses sus- 
tained by the merchant during the 
same period; and the rates are fur- 
ther based according to the nature of 
the business of the merchant, as to 
whether the goods are in open par- 
cels, packages or bolts, or in closed 
cases, or both combined, and the class 
of merchandise dealt in, as some 
classes are much more valuable than 
others and pay premium accordingly. 

There are no restrictions as to the 
number of wagons or trucks to be em- 
loyed or as to mode of shipment, or 
by whom shipped, and no_ conditions 
limiting the company’s liability to pay 
for the lost or stolen goods up to the 
amount of the policy. The company 
assumes the entire liability for the full 
value of the package from the time it 
is packed for delivery or shipment at 
the warehouse until it is actually de- 
livered to the party to whom it is ad- 
dressed within the distance of twenty- 
five miles. 





Enters Western Field 

The American Fidelity has just entered 
Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas and 
appointed some agents in each state. 
Treasurer Denny had charge of this work, 
and while in the west looked Colorado 
over also. The company may not enter 
Colorado at present, although it is said 
to have excellent agency prospects there 
if it should see fit to do so. 





Writes Government Bonds Again 

The Illinois Surety has resumed writ- 
ing bonds running to the government, 
which it discontinued shortly after the 
10 percent ruling was adopted. As soon 
as the company makes the proposed in- 


crease in its capital and surplus it will, 


be able to write $60,000 bonds under the 
10 percent rule. While it was regarded 
good policy to take the course the IIli- 
nois Surety took, the action of the Chi- 
cago city authorities along the same line 
as thé federal departments would practic- 
ally limit the company to writing on the 
10 percent basis, as it could not afford to 
sacrifice its city as well as government 
business for the privilege of writing larger 
bonds for private parties or in court busi- 
ness. 





Farewell to Furth 


Jacob Furth, general agent of the 
American Credit Indemnity at Cleveland, 
Ohio, was given a farewell banquet at 
the Excelsior Club in Cleveland, Satur- 
day evening, on the eve of his departure 
for St. Louis, where he will represent 
the company. Representatives of almost 





every Jewish organization in the city 
were present, there being eighty-five 
covers. Martin A. Marks, former man- 
ager of the Equitable Life, was toast- 
master. Mr. Furth was presented with 
a handsome traveling bag and an auto- 
graph book containing the names of all 
present. 





Resigns the Employers Liability 

The resignation of George D. Allison, 
doing business under the name of B. M. 
& Geo. D. Allison, as general agent of 
the Employers Liability at Cincinnati, 
came as a surprise in Ohio casualty cir- 
cles. Mr. Allison has conducted one of 
the solid, conservative agencies of the 
state and has always been an observer 
of good practices and sound business 
methods. He has several propositions 
already under consideration and_ will 
doubtless soon be back in the business. 
Thomas E. Hanlon, who has been with 
Mr. Allison for some time, is temporarily 
in charge of the Employers Liability 
general agency. 





Organization Formed in St. Louis 

The managers of liability companies 
in St. Louis have formed an association 
with Moses Fraley of the Travelers as 
president, and W. S. Serven as secretary 
and treasurer. The managers, however, 
do not know with what success this 
association will meet. The Pennsylvania 
Casualty has had representatives at the 
meetings, but that company may not 
agree to continue with the association. 
The American Fidelity and the Employ- 
ers Liability have not as yet affiliated 
with the association, and unless they do 
it may be difficult to maintain anything 
like a working association of any par- 
ticular value. 





May Mandamus Judge 

Judge Welborn of the circuit court for 
Posey and Gibson counties, Indiana, who 
some time ago announced that he would 
not approve any more bonds of foreign 
surety companies, has kept his word by 
refusing to accept a bond of the National 
Surety. Unless the judge can be induced 
to take a different view it is probable 
mandamus proceedings will be instituted 
to test his right to refuse bonds of com- 
panies authorized to do business in In- 
diana. It is said that the laws of In- 
diana are somewhat contradictory in that 
one law provides that authorized surety 
companies may issue bonds which shall 
be accepted in lieu of personal bonds, 
while another gives courts the power to 
approve or disapprove bonds presented. 

The companies chiefly interested are 
the National Surety, United States Fi- 
delity & Guaranty and Federal Union 
Surety, as they have most of the business 
in Judge Welborn’s district. While it was 
thought the ruling would help the Fed- 
eral Union, it is said not to have done so, 
as it has given rise to an opinion that a 
monopoly of the court business was being 
given this company. 





Fair Conditions at Indianapolis 

Trafford B. Tallmadge, manager of 
the Central Agency of Indianapolis, 
general agent in Indiana of the Casu- 
alty Company of America, says his 
four weeks in the new territory indi- 
cate to him that conditions are not 
as bad there as had been painted. Dis- 
playing a thick pad of new _ business 
written this week he said: “I'll war- 
rant there is not a rate there but what 
will be highly satisfactory to the com- 
pany. I sold a bond to-day before the 
man asked me the cost. So far I have 
not come across the people who tell 
what the other fellow offers and you 
may depend on it I do not ask them.

Question—1. We have been noticing 
recently the discussion of the coinsurance 
clause, and beg leave to ask you to eluci- 
date in the column of “Pointers” the fol- 
lowing clause: 


At the option of the assured, and in con- 
sideration of the reduced rate of premium 
charged for this policy, permission is here- 
by granted for other insurance to an 
amount, including this policy, aggregat- 
ing not to exceed 75 per cent of the actual 
cash value of the property; provided how- 
ever, that if at the time of the fire the 
total insurance on the property shall ex- 
ceed said 75 per cent, this policy shall 
thereby become void in proportion of such 
excess to such total insurance. 


We would be pleased to have you give 
us an example of how this would work 
on, say, $10,000 worth of property, $10,- 
ooo of actual value, insured at full value, 
and what the proportion of loss would be 
on a policy of $2,000. 

2—A general form on building, author- 
izing total insurance of $10,000, has in 
one policy of $2,000 in building, general 
form, a specific item of $500 on plate 
glass forming the front of said building. 
At what time in a loss would recourse be 
had to this specific item of $500 plate 
glass, etc.? 

ANSWER:—1I—The first proposition 
would adjust as follows:

To arrive at a settlement divide $10,000 
into $2,500, the insurance in excess of the 
amount permitted, which is 25 percent, 
hence the proportion of loss under a 
policy of $2,000 would be 75 percent, or 
$1,500. 

2—The second proposition is simply a 
question of nonconcurrency of insurance. 
The adjustment would have to be first 
made on the building, excluding the plate 
glass, and the loss paid by the general 
form policies. If anything remained of 
the general form policies they would con- 
tribute to the loss in that proportion with 
the $500 specific policy on plate glass. 

Some adjusters hold that the adjust- 
ment should be made on the basis of the 
value of the property; others on the 
amount of insurance, and still others on 
the amount of the loss. The majority 
think that the amount of the loss should 
govern in nonconcurrent policies. 

That insurers are careless is evidenced 
daily. Very few ever read their policies. 
If a man buys a lot that costs a hundred 
dollars he has to have an abstract right 





up to date, often employing a lawyer to 
make an examination, yet he may have 
policies of insurance amounting to thou- 
sands of dollars and never take time 
to even look at them. Of course, this 
shows confidence in the man who writes 
the business. He may be competent and 
write the insurance, as he supposes, cor- 
rectly, and it may be all wrong. The 
other day a friend of mine whose busi- 
ness I didn’t have suggested that I look 
over his policies. I said this was an un- 
usual proposition, but that I would do it. 
I at once discovered that the policies did 
not cover in the location at all. I called 
his attention to the fact. 

“That’s queer,” he said; “where do they 
cover ?” 

I replied: “Across the street.” 

“I moved away from that location two 
years ago,” he said, “and supposed my 
agent knew it.” 

In case of a fire, what then? He got 
busy. The agent corrected the insurance, 
and I understand now he reads his poli- 
cies.—Local Agent.
